TO  THE  STUDENT  BODY: 

The  responsibility  for  the  management  of  the  finances  and  the  direction  of 
the  program  of  development  for  Denison  University  rests  with  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
By  the  provisions  of  the  charter  the  Board  consists  of  thirty-six  members,  six 
of  whom  are  elected  by  the  society  of  the  Alum.ni.     At  present  twenty  of  the  _ 
Trustees  are  alumni   of  Denison.     A  majority  are  residents  of  the  State  of  Ohio 
with  members  also   from   Indianapolis,    Chicago,   Pittsburgh,   New  York,   and  Boston. 

During  the  past  year  two  members  have  died,  Ambrose  Swasey  and  Francis  W. 
Shepardson.  Both  of  these  contributed  much  in  gifts  and  in  counsel,  and  through 
their   influence  gave  an  interational  reputation  to  Denison. 

The  campus  of  Denison  was  started  in  1854  by  the  purchase  of  27  acres  on  the 
top  of  the  hill.     It  has  been  added  to  by  purchase  and  gift  until  now  the  campus 
proper  contains  230  acres,  and  130  acres  to  the  east  of  North  Street  have  been 
purchased  for  future  developments.       The  gifts  of  Colonel  Edward  A.  Deeds  m  1917 
of  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  present  campus  were  notable,  and  have  made  possible 
the  development  of  one  of  the  finest  college  campuses  in  America. 

During  the  past  year  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Franklin  G.   Smith  of  _ 
Cleveland  a  complete  survey  of  the  entire  cam.pus  has  been  made,  with  the  tracing 
of  elevations,   the  location  of  roadways  and  trees,  and  the  charting  of  the  loca- 
tion of  present  and  future  buildings.     Plans  for  landscaping  have  also  been 
developed  so  that  sections  of  the  campus  may  be  completed  as  funds  are  provided. 

The   "Denison  Destiny  Program",    announced  in  1936,  sets  a  goal  of  three 
million  dollars  additional  to  the  endowment  and  approximately  the  same  amount 
for  new  buildings  and  equipment.     Something  over  $500,000  of  this  was  secured 
by  October,   1937.     Plans  for  the  "Second  Step"  in  this  program  are  now  m  prepa- 
ration.

Denison  opened  its  grid  season  by 
smothering  Defiance  by  an  overwhelnning 
45-7  score. 

Fumbling  and  loose  ball-handling  in  the 
first  half  of  the  game  kept  the  Big  Red 
from  opening  up  its  scoring  advances,  but 
took  the  lead  at  half-time  13-7.  Scoring 
was  made  on  a  pass  from  Kovachy  to 
Watkins,  and  by  Orme  on  a  spectacular 
run  with  Pettit  converting  for  the  extra 
point. 

Coming  back  with  a  strong  defense  and 
a  terrific  offense,  Tamblyn,  Snider  and  Gif- 
fin  scored  touchdowns  in  the  third  periods; 
Orme  and  Pettit  made  a  score  each  In 
the  last  period  on  a  forty-yard  run  and  a 
plunge  off  tackle  respectively  to  end  Denl- 
son's  scoring  for  the  day. 

Feature  of  the  game  was  Orme's  long 
broken  field  run  for  a  touchdown. 

DENISON  0— OHIO  NORTHERN  0 

Ohio  Northern's  Polar  Bears  were  the 
first  to  mar  Denlson's  record  in  any  slight 
form  by  holding  the  Big  Red  to  a  scoreless 
tie.

The  kicking  of  Northern's  Nemic  was  the 
outstanding  thrill  of  the  contest. 

DENSON  20— WITTENBERG  7 

Uncorking  a  sensational  passing  attack 
and  playing  the  breaks  with  finesse,  the  Big 
Red  avenged  their  defeat  of  last  year  in 
the  third  night  home  game  of  the  season 
against  Wittenberg  Red  Devils  by  a  20-7 
score. 

Co-Captain  Mike  Kovachy  distinguished 
himself  in  this  fray  by  having  twenty-two 
passes  and  completing  fifteen  of  them  for 
a  total  of  1 38  yards. 
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Moose  Snider  scored  the  first  six  points 
by  scooping  up  a  blocked  kick  and  racing 
across  the  goal  line.  Immediately  follow- 
ing this  score,  Don  Watkins,  fleet-foot  of 
the  Big  Red  squad,  took  a  punt  on  his  own 
twenty  and  in  a  burst  of  speed  ran  eighty 
yards  for  Denison's  second  tally.  A  last 
score  came  in  the  final  quarter  when  Ko- 
vachy  plunged  through  for  a  touchdown. 

DENISON  13— MUSKINGUM  0 

Inspired  by  a  rousing  pep-rally  the  night 
before,  the  Denison  gridders  went  out  on 
the  field  to  conquer  the  highly  touted 
Muskingum  football  team  I  3  to  0. 

Before  a  Homecoming  crowd  of  old 
grads,  the  Big  Red  line  held  the  Muskies 
cold  while  the  backs  were  pushing  over  two 
touchdowns  to  bring  their  count  to  thir- 
teen. 

Passing  and  kicking  featured  the  game, 
with  the  Rogersmen  proving  to  outnumber 
the  lads  from  New  Concord.  An  eighty 
yard  march  in  the  first  period  brought  the 
first  tally,  Tamblyn  pushing  over  for  the 
climaxing  score.  Again  in  the  final  period 
Boggs  intercepted'  a  Muskie  pass,  and 
three  plays  later  Tamblyn  scored  his  sec- 
ond touchdown  to  bring  the  final  count.

Then  Deni- 
son went  further  into  the  lead  when  Ko- 
vachy  took  a  punt  on  his  own  thirty  and 
ran  seventy  yards  for  a  touchdown.  Later 
in  the  fourth  quarter,  Watkins  made  a 
fifty  yard  touchdown  run  which  was  called 
because  of  a  Denison  penalty.

AMBROSE  SWASEY 


1846-1937 

Business  executive;  manufacturer  of  skilled  instruments;  builder  of  tele- 
scopes including  those  for  the  Yerkes  and  Lick  observatories. 

Distinguished  citizen  of  Cleveland  and  for  many  years  active  In  its  civic, 
philanthropic  and  religious  affairs;  honored  by  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
scientific  societies,  universities  and  governments  throughout  the  world. 

Trustee  and  benefactor  of  Denlson;  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees 
from  1919  to  1923.  The  Swasey  observatory  and  the  Swasey  chapel  are  his 
enduring  monuments  on  the  Denlson  campus. 


FRANCIS  WAYLAND  SHEPARDSON 


1862-1937 

Francis  W.  Shepardson  graduated  at  Denison  in  the  Class  of  1882.  In 
1883  he  wrote  "Granville,  I  Love  Thee"  which  Denisonians  sing  round  the 
world.  His  entire  life  was  given  to  education  and  educational  interests.  For 
twenty-five  years  he  taught  history  in  the  University  of  Chicago. 

He  was  most  active  in  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity  and  known  and  loved 
by  fraternity  men  everywhere;  he  led  In  the  establishment  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
at  Denison;  he  was  an  alumni  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

His  memory  will  be  perpetuated  in  the  Cora  Whitcomb  Shepardson 
and  the  Francis  Wayland  Shepardson  scholarships  established  by  his  bequest.

1917-1938

CAPITAL  42— DENiSON  32 


The  initial  game  of  the  year  with  Capital  found 
Capital  on  top  to  the  tune  of  42  to  32.  Paul 
Weaver,  Capital  forward,  led  the  Bexley  five  to 
their  victory  over  the  Big  Red,  tallying  21  points. 
In  the  first  few  minutes  of  play  Capital  garnered 
nine  points,  holding  Big  Red  scoreless.  Unable  to 
overcome  this  lead,  the  Denisonians  were  on  the 
short  end  of  a  25-12  score  at  the  half.  The  main- 
stay of  the  Big  Red  offense  was  Dick  Reinbold, 
RALPH  COUGHENOUR  sophomore  forward,  who  tallied  two  field  goals  and 

four  free  shots  for  eight  points. 

KENYON  43— DENISON  36 

The  first  home  game,  like  the  first  season  game, 
was  a  disappointment  for  the  Denison  cage  squad 
as  they  emerged  from  the  Kenyon  encounter  seven 
points  behind.  At  the  end  of  the  first  half  the  Big 
Red  was  ahead  I  7  to  14,  but  the  first  few  moments 
of  second  period  play  quickly  changed  matters. 
The  game  was  rough  and  Reeder  of  Capital  and 
Watkins  and  Reinbold  of  D.  U.  left  the  game  on 
personal  fouls.  Despite  being  ejected  from  the 
game,  Reinbold  led  the  scoring.  Dick  had  five  field 
goals  and  a  foul  shot  to  his  credit  when  he  left. 
The  closest  Denison  eager  to  Reinbold's  tally  was 
McNeill  who  counted  six.  Following  the  failure  of 
a  last  minute  rally,  the  Denisonians  were  forced  to 
admit  defeat  43  to  36. 
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OTTERBEIN  37— DENISON  29 

Inability  to  take  advantage  of  free  throws  was 
the  big  reason  for  Denison's  third  defeat  in  as 
many  starts.  The  referees  awarded  the  Baptists 
thirty-one  chances  to  score  from  the  safety  tape 
and  they  only  capitalized  upon  thirteen.  Coupling 
this  with  the  speed  and  faultless  ball  handling  of 
the  Cards  gives  the  reason  for  the  37-29  score. 
Watkins  and  Reinbold  were  the  big  guns  In  the 
Denison  attack.  This  time  "Watty"  tallied  nine 
points.  In  spite  of  this  effort,  however,  the  Big  Red 
was  only  ahead  at  two  times  early  in  the  initial 
period. 

DENISON  41— HOBART  36 

Denison  captured  its  initial  victory  of  the  year 
defeating  hlobart's  five  from  Geneva,  New  York. 
Taking  the  lead  early  in  the  game,  the  Big  Red 
lost  it  only  momentarily  in  the  second  half  and 
finishing  on  the  long  end  of  a  41-36  score.  The 
contest  was  marked  by  numerous  fouls  resulting  in 
two  hHobart  men  and  one  of  the  local  five  leaving 
the  competition  for  the  evening  by  the  foul  route. 
Dick  Blake  was  the  high  scorer  of  the  evening  for 
the  Big  Red  with  ten  tallies.  The  rest  of  the  scor- 
ing was  done,  for  the  most  part,  by  Reinbold  and 
McNeill. 

DENISON  31— WOOSTER  72 

Playing  only  ordinary  ball  against  Wooster's 
tight  man  for  man  defense,  Denison  suffered  Its 
fourth  defeat  of  the  season  at  the  hands  of  Woos- 
ter  by  a  76  to  3  I  score.  Added  to  Wooster's  suc- 
cessful defense  was  the  little  matter  of  Nick  Fras- 
cella,  the  forward  who  ran  up  thirty-three  points  on 


his  own  accord.  Frascella  left  the  majority  of  the 
defensive  playing  to  his  team-mates  as  he  remained 
In  the  offensive  court  most  of  the  game.  The  score 
at  the  half  was  38-15  with  Wooster  holding  the 
advantage.  Thirty-two  of  these  points  were  Fras- 
cella's.  The  sophomore  center  for  Denison,  Blake, 
led  the  Big  Red  scorers  again  with  eight  points. 
The  game  was  roughly  played  throughout  with  the 
result  that  Denison  made  eleven  free  throws  and 
Wooster  twelve. 

DENISON  38— CAPITAL  44 

Playing  a  return  contest  with  the  Capital  cagers, 
Denison  failed.  In  the  last  few  minutes,  to  down  the 
visitors.  The  final  score  was  44  to  38  in  favor  of 
the  Lutherans.  The  Big  Red  displaying  a  good 
brand  of  ball  in  the  first  three  periods,  matched 
the  aggressive  play  of  the  boys  from  Bexley.

Early  it  Octo^t  MrsfRu^sell  Widasin,  province  secretary,  visited  the 
carWoLs  andliojerviewed  a  group  of  unaffiliated  girls  to  determine  the  pos- 
sibi^^of  el^lishing  a  chapter  at  Denison.  Before  leaving,  she  selected 
twenty-four  girls  and  organized  them  into  a  prospective  Delta  Gamma  group. 
Three  of  this  number  resigned  from  membership  and  five  were  added  before 
the  formal  pledging.  Mrs.  hiarvey  DeWeerd  and  Mrs.  Harold  Titus,  faculty 
wives,  accepted  invitations  to  join  as  pledges  and  become  patronesses  of 
the  local  chapter. 

During  the  winter  months,  while  active  and  alumnae  chapters  of  the 
sorority  were  voting  on  the  contemplated  expansion,  the  group  held  regular 
weekly  meetings  to  take  care  of  immediate  business  and  to  formulate  plans 
for  the  future.  Formal  pledging  was  held  February  5  at  the  Granville  Inn 
with  Epsilon  of  Ohio  State  and  Alpha  Rho  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  officiating.

When  the  forerunner  of  the  Adytum  was  con- 
ceived in  the  year  1882,  it  was  the  desire  of  that 
ambitious  staff  to  edit  a  publication  which  would 
survive  the  years.  In  so  doing  they  were  thus  able 
to  commemorate  the  days  of  undergraduate  years 
of  the  eighties  and  nineties.  Today  those  moments 
may  be  lived  and  relived  in  the  hundred  odd  copies 
scattered  across  the  continent. 

So  it  is  with  the  editors  of  this  year's  annual — 
that  the  Adytum  not  be  simply  a  work  of  modernis- 
tic layout,  nor  a  supplement  of  high-sounding  copy, 
nor  a  collection  of  pretty  pictures.  It  must  be 
more  than  that  before  we  can  be  satisfied.  It 
must  possess  those  qualities  which  will  bring  the 
alumni  back  to  their  undergraduate  days.  It  must 
record  with  extreme  accuracy  the  events  which  the 
students  experience  daily  and  which  lay  the  foun- 
dations for  later  life. 

For  the  many  who  may  have  wondered  as  to  the 
meaning  of  such  a  strange  word  as  the  name  of  this 
yearbook,  "The  Adytum,"  it  means  "the  inner  and 
most  sacred  part  of  a  heathen  temple,"  or  "the 
sanctuary  from  whence  the  oracles  are  given." 
When  the  founders  of  the  book  were  searching  for 
an  appropriate  name  for  their  first  publication,  the 


late  Dr.  Shepardson  came  across  this  Latin  word, 
derived  initially  from  the  Greek  word,  "adyton." 
The  "a"  meaning  private,  and  the  "dyo"  meaning 
entrance. 

Every  editor  of  every  yearbook  always  praises 
his  faithful  staff  when  the  book  is  "put  to  bed"  at 
the  printers,  and  justly  so.  This  annual  can  not  be 
an  exception  for  the  members  of  the  staff  did 
work  that  was  both  painstaking  and  reliable.  With- 
out their  efficient  handling  of  many  of  the  details 
the  book  could  never  have  been  published  this 
year. 

Others  in  school,  in  no  way  connected  with  the 
annual,  have  cooperated  to  help  make  this  book 
representative  of  this  junior  class.

Entering  its  eighty-first  year  of  publication,  the 
Denisonian  continued  to  win  esteem  this  year  by 
its  record  of  service  to  the  university  and  the  stu- 
dent body.  Thorndike  Dwelley  directed  the  des- 
tinies of  the  Denisonian  as  editor-in-chief.  He 
served  as  associate  editor  his  junior  year,  and  first 
became  a  member  of  the  staff  in  his  sophomore 
year. 

The  editor's  right-hand  men  during  his  term  in 
office  were  associate  editors:  Jim  Overhuls,  Mar- 
vin Walker,  and  Bill  West.  Jim  McCollum  was 
promoted  to  this  position  from  the  sports  depart- 
ment in  the  middle  of  the  year,  when  Jim  Over- 
huls retired  to  assume  editorship  of  the  Portfolio. 
Each  associate  editor  had  direct  charge  of  the 
Denisonian  every  week  on  a  rotating  schedule,  and 
was  responsible  for  assignments,  copy  and  proof- 
reading, and  page  make-up. 

Other  department  heads  also  earned  credit  for 
the  high  quality  of  their  work  on  the  Denisonian. 
Norman  Nadel,  noted  for  his  frank  and  readable 
criticism  in  the  Overtones  column,  completed  his 
third  year  as  music  editor,  hielen  Bowyer  created 
a  bright  column  as  society  editor,  and  George  Bis- 
bee  gave  new  life  to  the  sports  page  as  its  editor. 
Harry  Sweitzer  contributed  materially  through  his 
services  as  columnist  and  critic. 


Bill  Burrlll  handled  financial  affairs  as  business 
manager,  assisted  by  Al  Hage,  advertising  man- 
ager. Their  competent  guidance  of  the  business 
department  was  responsible  for  a  surplus  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Taylor  Mackelfresh  replaced 
Ralph  Coughenour  as  circulation  manager  early  In 
the  year. 

The  Denisonian  took  a  lively  Interest  in  student 
affairs  this  year,  advocating  admission  of  a  new 
sorority  to  the  campus  (and  securing  it),  criticizing 
the  system  of  class  and  chapel  bucks,  and  com- 
menting on  various  other  current  issues.  Student 
opinion  was  moulded,  and  controversy  aroused  over 
these  vital  campus  controversies  through  the  me- 
dium of  the  editorial  and  letters  column. 

Originality  In  news  stories  and  features  was  the 
goal  sought  for  by  the  editors  of  the  Denisonian, 
and  sustained  reader-interest  rewarded  their  ef- 
forts. Appropriations  were  increased  for  art-work, 
resulting  In  extensive  use  of  pictures  in  every  issue. 
Experiments  were  tried  for  new  styles  in  headlines 
and  page  make-up  to  secure  a  "dressy"  paper. 

A  school  of  journalism  was  inaugurated  by  the 
Denisonian  this  year.  In  which  candidates  for  staff 
positions  were  given  a  brief  course  in  news-writing. 
Selection  of  reporters  was  made  from  the  con- 
testants who  placed  highest  In  the  final  examina- 
tion following  the  course.

Ever  since  the  death  of  the  "Collegian,"  year- 
ago,  Denison  University  has  felt  the  need  of  a 
magazine  as  an  outlet  for  her  literary  and  artistic 
pursuits.  Thus,  last  year,  through  the  untiring  ef- 
forts of  Dr.  Reginald  Whidden  and  others  as  prime 
organizers,  the  general  student  body  expressed 
their  desire,  and  Portfolio,  the  literary  magazine  of 
Denison  university,  was  born. 

Portfolio,  though  in  its  infancy,  can  hold  its  head 
high  among  college  magazines.  It  made  its  pri- 
mary challenge  with  three  attractive  issues,  com- 
posed of  worthy  contributions  from  undergradu- 
ates, faculty,  and  alumni.  Portfolio  appeals  that  it 
is  published  by  and  for  all  persons  interested  in  the 
literary  furtherance  of  Denison  university. 

Because  of  a  late  start,  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  establishing  a  staff  for  the  garnering  of  accept- 
able material,  and  because  of  the  determination  of 
the  editors  not  to  publish  anything  below  a  high 
standard,  the  magazine  was  unable  to  appear  more 
than  three  times  in  this,  its  first  year.  However, 
now  an  established  Denison  publication  with  a 
means  for  finding  and  stimulating  creative  work 
among  the  student  body.  Portfolio  promises  to 
carry  out  a  full  publication  schedule  in  the  future. 
Portfolio  has  been  greatly  indebted  to  Franco-Cal- 
llopean  throughout  the  past  year  for  that  organi- 
zation's aid  in  arousing  general  literary  interest. 


First  editor  of  the  magazine  was  James  Over- 
huls, who  turned  over  the  office  after  spring  va- 
cation to  hiarry  Sweitzer.  Associate  editors  were 
Sweitzer  and  John  Stewart,  while  Warren  Sivertsen 
acted  as  business  manager.  Dorothy  Frazier,  Peg 
Brizell,  Helen  Bowyer,  Helen  Clements,  Don  Be- 
thune,  and  Frank  Skipp  served  as  literary  agents  to 
encourage  contributions. 

Portfolio's  aim  is  to  be  cosmopolitan,  to  repre- 
sent as  many  of  the  fields  of  interest  and  general 
tastes  of  the  Denison  body  as  is  possible.  Conse- 
guently,  although  primarily  fictional,  the  literary 
magazine  also  includes  departments  on  books,  the- 
atre, art,  and  music,  and  occasional  articles  of  a 
scientific  nature,  or  on  travel,  or  on  current  events. 
It  attempts  also  to  promenade  photography  and 
artistic  Illustration. 

Among  the  more  prominent  contributors  this 
year  have  been  Richard  Whitehead,  Jr.,  with  both 
story  and  art,  Dorothy  Deane  and  John  Stewart 
with  fine  writing,  Pewllla  Dick  and  Adela  Beckham 
with  enviable  poetry,  Jane  Brush  with  sophisticated 
humor,  and  David  Mitchell  and  Gordon  Wilson 
with  admirable  illustrations.

Delegates  anticipate  long  in  advance  the  joys  of  attend- 
ing this  conclave  and  for  some  strange  reason  seem  to  take  an  equally  long 
time  In  recovering. 

Despite  this  emphasis  on  good  fellowship  the  journalistic  honorary  is 
probably  the  most  active  on  the  Denison  campus.  PI  Delta  Epsilon  sponsors 
such  projects  as  the  student-faculty  directory,  printing  and  sale  of  football 
programs,  publication  of  the  Denison  blotter,  and  management  of  the  college 
bridge  tournament.  In  addition,  the  group  serves  as  a  guiding  influence  over 
the  destinies  of  the  various  Denison  publications.

Denison  fraternities  are  noted  for  their  good 
singing;  consequently  the  men's  glee  club,  which 
contains  the  creann  of  these  groups,  is  one  of  the 
best  male  groups  in  Ohio.  After  successfully  com- 
pleting its  fifty-fifth  season  in  concert,  the  men's 
glee  club  continues  to  be  known  as  one  of  the  out- 
standing organizations  on  the  Denison  campus. 

It  has  been  estimated,  by  a  reliable  authority 
that  nearly  2,650,000  people  listened  to  recent 
broadcasts  of  the  club.  It  goes  without  saying  that 
the  glee  club  is  a  tremendous  aid  in  promoting 
good  will  and  publicity  for  Denison. 

The  annual  home  concert,  presented  on  April 
I  3th  to  a  crowded  Recital  Hall  audience,  gave  to 
faculty,  townsmen,  and  students,  their  first  chance 
to  hear  the  1938  club  and  give  their  enthusiastic 
applause.

For  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  Phi  Mu  Alpha 
Sinfonia,  national  honorary  music  fraternity,  has 
been  represented  on  the  Denison  campus  —  and 
represented  actively  and  constructively  —  by  the 
brothers  of  Nu  chapter.  Throughout  this  time  its 
members  have  been  leaders  in  music  at  school,  al- 
ways following  the  fraternity's  stated  ideal  of  for- 
warding music  by  and  for  Americans. 

In  this,  the  twenty-sixth  year  of  its  existence,  the 
chapter  has  inaugurated  another  quarter-century 
that  promises  to  be  even  more  fruitful  than  the 
last.  Along  with  such  activities  as  the  opera  "Le 
Medicin  Malgre  Lui,"  by  Gounod,  and  the  annual 
reception  for  music  students,  both  in  collaboration 
with  Delta  Omicron,  the  group  has  contributed 
leaders  and  valuable  members  in  band,  orchestra, 
glee  club,  fraternity  song  leaders,  and  in  publica- 
tions.

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As  March  20  rolled  around,  Denison's  1938  base- 
ball squad  was  already  on  the  Deeds  Field  diamond 
under  the  guidance  of  Sid  Sillman. 

With  veterans  Watkins,  Cornell,  McNeill,  West, 
Meilstrup,  and  Cullen  again  on  the  roster;  with 
Ferguson,  and  Stumpf  bidding  for  center  a'nd  right 
field  posts,  and  Cleff  and  Blackburn  competing  for 
catcher,  the  Big  Red  showed  early  promise.  To  re- 
place the  loss  of  Wick  and  Morrow  to  the  pitching 
staff  was  the  immediate  problem,  and  the  answer 
was  found  in  the  hurling  arms  of  sophomores  Perry, 
Snider  and  Giffin. 

After  nearly  a  month  of  concentrated  practice, 
Denison  was  in  good  shape  as  the  squad  took  to 
the  field  against  Oberlin  in  the  first  conference 
game  of  the  year  at  Deed's  field. 

With  errors  playing  a  large  role,  the  game  was 
lost  6-4.  Warren  Perry  pitched  the  entire  nine  in- 
nings for  the  Big  Red,  allowing  six  runs,  and  nine 
hits.  Denison  collected  four  runs  with  eight  base 
blows. 

Oberlin  took  an  early  lead,  scoring  two  in  the 
first  frame.  In  the  fifth  Denison  scored  her  first 
run,  only  to  have  Oberlin  bat  in  three  more  in  the 
sixth,  making  the  score  read  5-1  as  the  seventh  in- 
ning started. 

In  the  seventh,  a  three  run  rally  put  the  Big  Red 
back  in  the  ball  game.  Oberlin  scored  once  more, 
and  the  contest  ended  6-4  with  Denison  on  the  light 
end. 


As  if  In  retaliation  against  the  Oberlin  defeat, 
Denison  traveled  to  Westervllle  on  April  22,  and 
swamped  Otterbeln  with  a  sixteen  hit  barrage,  gar- 
nering 21  runs  to  their  opponents'  none.  Snider 
held  the  Otters  to  no  runs  and  seven  hits  in  this 
one-sided  triumph. 

In  the  first  Inning,  Cornell  smashed  a  homer  past 
left  field  with  bases  loaded,  scoring  four  runs.  With 
two  down  Meilstrup  singled,  coming  home  on 
West's  double  to  make  the  Inning's  total  five  runs. 

Otterbeln  threatened  to  score  in  the  second 
frame.  A  double  by  Shope  was  followed  by 
another  by  Young,  but  Cornell's  throw  from  left 
field  held  Shope  on  third.  Snider  retired  the  next 
three  men  In  order  with  a  strike-out  and  two  infield 
flies.  The  Big  Red  hitting  resumed  In  the  third 
when  Cleff  hit  a  home  run  with  two  on  base,  and 
continued  until  the  seventh  when  a  lone  tally  con- 
cluded the  scoring.  Giffin  took  the  mound  for 
Snider  in  the  eighth,  retiring  the  side  In  order.  He 
struck  out  three  In  the  ninth  to  end  the  game. 

As  for  the  remainder  of  the  schedule:  Otterbeln 
has  proved  itself  to  be  no  problem,  but  the  Mus- 
kingum, Capital  and  Kenyon  home  and  home  series, 
and  the  return  game  with  Oberlin  are  certain  to 
place  Denison  before  teams  which  will  afford  tight 
and  thrilling  contests.

Dave  Morrow  held  the  Scarlet  and  Gray  hitless  for  five  innings 
but  weakened  in  the  later  frames.  The  Big  Red  first  broke  the  ice 
in  the  fifth  when  Watkins  singled,  stole  second,  went  up  to  third  on 
an  error  and  scored  on  a  wild  pitch.  A  ninth  inning  rally  staged  by 
Denison  fell  short  by  three  runs. 

DENISON  (9)— KENYON  (I) 

The  pitching  assignment  again  went  to  Morrow,  who  held  the 
Lords  to  a  total  of  two  hits  for  the  entire  game.  After  scoring  one 
run  in  the  fourth  Denison  broke  loose  with  a  barrage  of  hits,  com- 
bined with  a  number  of  errors,  netting  six  runs.  Although  the  Big 
Red  bats  pounded  out  only  six  hits  they  were  aided  by  eight  costly 
Kenyon  errors.  McNeill  led  the  attack  against  the  Lords  with  three 
hits  or  half  the  Denison  total. 

DENISON  (4)— MUSKINGUM  (3) 

Ten  innings  were  necessary  before  Denison  finally  pulled  this 
game  out  of  the  fire,  scoring  the  big  run  In  the  extra  frame.  The 
two  nines,  with  Wick  on  the  mound  for  Denison,  battled  scoreless 
through  seven  innings  before  Muskingum  counted  a  trio  of  runs  in 
the  eighth.

Ed  Wick  pitched  the  entire  game  allowing  six  hits  and  striking 
out  seven.  Six  scoreless  frames  were  played  until  the  Muskies  finally 
broke  the  Ice  with  three  runs  in  their  half  of  the  seventh.  The  Big 
Red  scored  two  in  their  half  of  the  seventh,  tied  the  score  In  the 
eighth  and  went  ahead  to  win  In  the  ninth.

Denlson's  mound  duties  were  again  performed  by  Ed  Wick  who 
allowed  the  Bishops  eight  hits  and  struck  out  eight.

DENISON  541/2— WOOSTER  76I/2 

On  Deeds  field  in  the  initial  track  meet  of  the  1937  season  the 
Denison  tracksters  fell  to  a  superior  Wooster  aggregation  by  a_  score 
of  76I/2  to  541/2.  The  outstanding  event  of  the  day  came  in  the 
discus  throw  when  "Boot"  Stewart  hurled  the  platter  130  feet,  I  1/2 
inches  for  a  new  school  record.  In  the  pole  vault,  3romley  and 
Austin  placed  first  and  second  respectively  as  did  Christman  and 
Lidster  in  the  100  yard  dash.  Griggs  Smith  broke  the  tape  for  the 
Big  Red  in  the  220  yard  dash,  while  Lew  Hopkins  completed  our 
scoring  by  winning  the  half  mile  run  in  the  most  exciting  race  of  the 
afternoon. 

DENISON  (103)— KENYON  (32)— OTTERBEIN  (27) 

A  triangular  meet  with  Kenyon  and  Otterbein  saw  Denison 
swamp  their  opponents  when  they  won  thirteen  out  of  fifteen  events. 
John  hiarman  and  Griggs  Smith  split  the  high  point  honors  for  the 
Big  Red,  Harman  with  a  first  in  both  the  javelin  and  broad  jump, 
and  Smith  with  firsts  in  the  440  and  220  yard  dashes.  A  grand  slam 
was  chalked  up  in  the  880  and  440  yard  events,  while  in  the  pole 
vault,  mile  run,  120  yard  high  hurdles,  220  yard  low  hurdles  and  the 
220  yard  dash  the  Denison  thinclads  took  both  first  and  second  place 
points. 

DENISON  (71)— MUSKINGUM  (59) 

At  New  Concord  the  Denison  track  and  field  team  with  two 
sophomores  leading  the  attack  defeated  a  favored  Muskie  team. 
Smith,  again  high  point  man,  scored  with  firsts  in  the  440  and  220 
yard  dashes  and  a  third  in  the  100  yard.  Hopkins  contributed  to  the 
total  with  firsts  in  both  the  880  yard  and  mile  run.  All  three  places 
in  the  100  yard  dash  were  taken  by  the  Denison  tracksters  with 
Christman  leading  the  sprinters  to  the  tape.  The  Big  Red  demon- 
strated their  superiority  by  taking  firsts  in  nine  out  of  the  fifteen 
events  to  win  by  a  safe  margin  of  7  1  to  59. 

DENISON  (79)— MOUNT  UNION  (52) 

Back  on  Deeds  field  in  a  dual  meet  Denison  outpointed  Mount 
Union,  taking  twelve  out  of  fifteen  events,  and  placed  at  least  sec- 
ond in  every  event  excepting  the  two  mile  run  to  win  easily  by  a 
total  score  of  79  to  52.  Smith  and  Hopkins  again  repeated  their 
high  point  performances,  each  taking  two  firsts  In  their  specialties, 
Smith  in  the  440  and  220  yard  dashes  and  Hopkins  In  the  mile  and 
half  mile  runs.  The  times  recorded  for  the  meet  were  slow  due  to 
a  soggy  track. 

OHIO  CONFERENCE  MEET 

With  seventeen  teams  competing  in  the  annual  Big  Six  Ohio 
Conference  track  and  field  meet  at  Oberlln,  Denison  amassed  a 
total  of  251/2  points  to  cop  third  place  behind  Oberlln  (57)  and 
Wooster  (46/2).  Griggs  Smith  with  a  total  of  eight  points  was  the 
Big  Red  individual  high  point  man  taking  seconds  in  both  the  220 
and  440.  In  the  pole  vault  Austin  and  Bromley  placed  second  and 
third  giving  the  Big  Red  the  most  points  of  any  team  In  a  single 
event,  while  In  the  high  jump  Thorsen  recorded  a  second.  The 
Conference  meet  marked  the  end  of  a  good  year  for  the  Denison 
track  team  under  the  direction  of  "Livy."  With  the  sophomores 
showing  up  especially  well  In  every  meet  the  prospects  for  this 
year's  squad  are  better  than  usual.

A  week  before  the  Spring  recess  began, 
Waller  Livingston  called  the  first  outdoor 
track  practice.  Among  those  who  returned 
to  the  cinder  path  this  year  were  Lou  Hop- 
kins, last  year's  star  of  the  440,  880,  and 
relays;  Ernie  Evans,  who  was  not  In  school 
last  year,  but  who  Is  again  showing  the  class 
he  exhibited  two  years  ago  In  the  dash  and 
hurdle  events;  Bob  Broughton  and  Ed 
Cooper,  running  mates  of  Evans;  Al  LIdster, 
strong  dash  man;  and  Clayton  Bromley, 
mainstay  pole  vaulter. 

Outstanding  among  those  bidding  for 
varsity  berths  were  Joe  Dickson,  distance 
man;  Carl  Faelchle,  Bill  Cameron,  and  Glenn 
White  in  the  440;  and  Bob  Ashmun  In  the 
mile. 

The  football  squad  furnished  Ralph  RIddell 
and  Bob  Stein  for  the  shot-put,  Duffy  and 
LHaynes  for  the  javelin,  and  Duffy,  Mar- 
quardt  and  Crawford  for  the  discus.  These 
gridders  together  with  Cooper  throwing  the 
javelin,  and  Ed  Jenkins  putting  the  shot,  and 
throwing  the  discus  comprise  the  weight 
throwing  contingent. 

On  April  23  the  Big  Red  thinclads  took 
to  the  cinders  in  a  triangular  meet  with 
Otterbein  and  Kenyon  at  Deeds  Field  for 
their  first  test  under  fire.  Taking  thirteen 
firsts  and  eleven  seconds  Denlson  had  little 
trouble  amassing  IO6I/2  points  to  30  for 
Kenyon,  and  25'/2  for  Otterbein. 

Denlson  took  all  honors  In  the  shot-put 
with  RIddell,  Stein,  and  Jenkins  finishing  In 
that  order.  The  javelin  gave  D.  U.  a  first 
and  second  as  Duffy  threw  the  spear  I  5 1  '2", 
followed  by  Cooper.  In  the  discus  Jenkins, 
Duffy,  and  Marquardt  garnered  Denlson  a 
first,  third,  and  fourth  place. 

Starting  his  sprint  early,  Boren  of  Kenyon 
was  able  to  nose  out  Lou  hlopklns  In  the  mile 
run,  but  Hopkins'  second,  and  Faelchle's 
third  offset  this  victory. 

Hopkins  and  White  finished  one-two  In 
the  880,  as  did  Cameron  and  Frost  In  the 
440.  LIdster  and  Cameron  took  the  220  In 
that  order,  with  LIdster  and  Evans  finishing 
first  and  second  In  the  100. 

The  high  hurdles  gave  Evans  and  Cooper 
an  easy  first  and  second  place,  as  was  the 
case  In  the  220  low  hurdles  with  Evans  and 
Broughton.

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GOLF 


Dropping  but  one  decision  in  eight  matches,  the 
Big  Red  golf  team  chalked  up  an  impressive  record 
during  the  1937  season.  The  lone  defeat  charged 
against  the  formidable  Denison  quartet  was  a  one- 
point,  6I/2  to  51/2  loss  administered  by  Marietta, 
and  that  humbling  was  avenged  later  in  the  season 
when  the  same  club  was  downed  by  a  7I/2  to  4I/2 
tally. 

Two  veterans.  Captain  Paul  Brady  and  Art  Cash, 
returned  from  the  1936  aggregation  to  fill  capably 
two  positions.  Jim  Root,  alternate  the  previous 
season,  and  Paul  Welsh,  a  sophomore,  rounded  out 
the  squad. 

During  the  course  of  the  schedule  Kenyon,  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  and  Wooster  were  each  conquered 
twice,  and  a  pair  of  matches  with  Marietta  was  di- 
vided. The  Denison  contingent  amassed  a  total  of 
901/2  points  against  351/2  tallies  chalked  up  by  all 
its  opponents.

The  Men's  Student  Government  Association  sent 
Jack  Racier  and  Tom  Orme  to  Albuquerque,  New 
Mexico,  as  representatives  of  Denison  at  the  N.  S. 
F.  A.  convention.  There  they  received  many  valu- 
able suggestions,  several  of  which  the  president, 
Jack  Rader,  has  been  inaugurating  upon  his  return. 
They  found  that  the  national  body  of  student  gov- 
ernments is  in  favor  of  a  period  of  house-cleaning 
in  American  college  education  and  are  demanding 
their  rights  to  express  their  views  upon  the  changes 
required.  It  is  that  group's  task  to  discover  ways 
in  which  they  may  be  expressed,  both  intelligently 
and  representatively.
